(b)  Ambulance  Facilities  - the  County  Council  is  responsible  for 
ambulance  services.  The  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  carry  out  the  service  on 
behalf  of  the  County  Council  for  non-infectious  cases, 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home  - the  County  Council  is  responsible  for  Home 
Nursing  Service. 

(d)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics  - a County  Council  Welfare  Clinic 
is  held  twice  monthly.  A Medical  Officer  attends  one  session  each  month. 

The  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases  is  carried  out  by 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board.

SECTION  C,  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  Supply  - The  water  supply  of  the  urban  district  was  taken  over  by  the 
Md-Northamptonshire  Water  Board  in  1950. 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  on  the  whole,  there 
were  one  or  two  occasions  when  the  supply  failed  for  short  periods.  A 
connection,  however,  has  now  been  made  to  the  12”  main  from  the  Eyebrook 
Reservoir  supplying  Wellingborough  which  passes  through  Burton  Latimer  and  this 
should  obviate  any  further  shortages. 

The  Mid-Northamptonshire  Water  Board  have  kindly  supplied  me  with  the 
following  information  re  bacteriological  examinations  and  chemical  analyses

Water  Supply  (Continued) 


Two  chemical  analyses  were  made  5 one  sample  from  a tap  at  Weekley  Pumping 
Station j the  other  from  a tap  in  Regent  Road,  Burton  Latimer  (Weekley  and 
VJoodford  mixed) . 

The  analyst  states  that  it  conforms  to  the  highest  standard  of  organic 
quality  and  bacterial  purity. 

There  are  1,395  houses  in  the  urban  district.  1,225  of  these  are 
supplied  from  the  public  water  main  direct  to  the  houses,  134  are  supplied  from 
a stand-pipe  in  the  yard  and  36  (including  14  isolated  houses  and  farms)  are 
supplied  from  pumps. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage  - The  town's  sewerage  system  was  connected  to  the 
Kettering  Corporation  Sewerage  Works  in  1948. 

Approximately  550  yards  of  new  6"  foul  sewers  have  been  laid  on  the  Finedon 
Road  housing  estate. 

Almost  all  the  houses  in  the  district  are  connected  to  the  sewer  with  the 
exception  of  a few  isolated  farm  houses,  a row  of  eight  cottages  in  Cranford 
Road  and  six  houses  in  Kettering  Road, 

Provision  has  been  made  for  sewering  the  Kettering  Road  houses  when  funds 
permit , 

The  whole  of  the  sewers  are  baited  and  poison  baits  laid  twice  yearly 
with  satisfactory  results  in  keeping  down  the  rat  population, 

SECTION  D.  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area  - Routine  and  other  inspections  were  made  during 
the  year, 

Ti^elve  notices  re  demolition  of  individual  houses  were  issued,  but  it  was 
only  necessary  to  issue  one  demolition  order  as  the  other  owners  co-operated 
with  the  Council. 

One  formal  notice  was  issued  during  the  year. 

All  nuisances  detected  were  satisfactorily  abated  without  legal  proceedings 
having  to  be  taken  except  in  one  case  where  legal  proceedings  were  taken  against 
the  owner  of  a private  refuse  tip. 
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Housing  - Twenty-four  three  bedroom  semi-detached  houses  were  completed  during 
the  year  on  the  Finedon  Road  Estate. 

A further  twenty-four  are  in  course  of  erection. 

Thirteen  new  houses  and  bungalows  were  erected  by  private  enterprise 
during  the  year.

The  total  number  of  Council  houses  pre-war  and  post-war  is  374. 

The  number  of  applicants  in  the  register  at  31st  December  1953  was  211. 

Factories  and  Workshops  - There  are  fifteen  factories  in  the  district.  Routine 
inspections  were  made.  Sanitary  defects  were  found  in  one  factory.  There  are 
sixty-one  outworkers  in  the  district. 

Refuse  Collection  - A 10  cubic  yard  Karrier  C.K.3.  is  used  for  refuse  collec- 
tion and  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  every  house. 

A new  refuse  tip  was  started  on  1st  April  1954.  Large  ironstone  cuttings 
to  the  south  of  A. 6 near  Buccleuch  Farm  are  used  and  this  tip  should  last  for 
many  years. 

Caravans  - There  are  thirty-four  caravans  in  the  district.  Twenty- three  of 

these  are  on  three  sites  provided  with  flush  W.C.'s  and  piped  water  supply. 

Two  of  the  sites  have  cement  paths  and  wash  houses.  No  nuisances  have  arisen 
from  any  of  the  caravans  during  the  year. 
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SECTION  E, 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food„ 


Meat  and  Other  Foods  - All  livestock  is  now  ld.lled  at  the  Kettering  abattoir, 
A few  pigs  are  killed  on  the  owner’s  premises. 

The  following  food  was  condemned  during  the  years- 

23^  lbs.  meat,  236  lbs,  tinned  meat,3v7  Us,  tinned  fruit, 
cheese,  vegetables,  pickles  etc,  4 lbs.  tinned  fish, 

20  lbs,  raisins  and  66  tins  of  evaporated  and  skimmed 
milk. 

There  is  one  small  shop  serving  meals  to  lorry  drivers  etc 

There  are  three  fried  fish  shops  and  three  wet  fish  shops  in  the 
district.  Two  of  the  fried  fish  shops  serve  meals  in  the  premises. 

There  are  four  butchers ' shops  and  three  bakehouses  which  are 
regularly  inspected. 

Fourteen  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  pre-packed  ice 
cream.  Wo  ice  cream  is  manufactured  in  the  district. 

One  dairjr  is  registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations, 

1949. 

No  action  uas  necessary  under  the  Coimcil's  Clean  Food  Byelaws 
during  the  year, 

SECTION  F,  Infectious  Diseases. 

Sixty-seven  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  of  which  22  were 
due  to  measles  and  fifteen  to  whooping  cough.  All  the  cases  ^^^ere  nursed  at 
home  and  all  recovered. 

The  fourteen  cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  at  various  intervals 
dujring  the  whole  year  and  the  incidence  was  confined  to  children  aged  2-10 
years.  One  case  was  removed  to  hospital  and  all  recovered 

There  were  twelve  cases  of  acute  primary  pneumonia  - one  case  was 
removed  to  hospital  and  two  of  the  patients  died  - one  baby  aged  months 
and  a male  aged  62  years. 


TUBERCULOSIS , 


Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925.  These 
erapov/er  the  Council  to  prevent  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis  to  engage 
in  the  milk  trade.  No  action  was  taken  during  1953 « 

Tv;o  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year.
